IRAN GIVES BRITISH 3-POINT 
ULTIMATUM IN OIL TALKS 


Threatens to Break Off Negotiations Unless 
Conditions, Including Amount of Pay- 
ment for Petroleum, Are Accepted. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 15 (UP)—Iran 
handed Britain a three-point ulti- 
matum today and threatened to 
break off oil negotiations unless 
it is accepted. 

Iranian Vice Premier Hossein 
Fatemi said Britain must accept 
these three points: 

1. Britain must buy oil from 
the Iranian National Oil Co. 

2. Iran will decide the amount 
of compensation to be paid the 
British-owned Anglo- Oil 
Co., whose nationalization by Iran 
led to the present dispute. 

3. British employes of Anglo- 
Iranian must remain on duty at 
the huge refinery in Abadan, 
Iran. 

Comment on British ‘Note. 


Fatemi said Britain’s eight- 
point memorandum, handed the 
Iranians by Lord Privy Seal Rich- 
ard Stokes Monday, covered only 
one of the three points—the pur- 
chase of oil from the Iranian 
National Oil Co. 

Iranian officials emphasized 
the ultimatum did not mean that 
Iran had rejected Britain’s pro- 
posals. The two delegations still 
were threshing ott disputed 
points at further meetings today. 
Fatemi complained that Stokes’s 
proposals were not the ones orig- 
inally relayed to Iran through 
United States roving ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman, who brought 
the disputants together. 

“It should be very clear to the 
British delegation,” Fatemi said, 
“that the Prime Minister (Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh) and _ the 
Iranian delegation will not on any 
account discuss matters regard- 
ing nationalization unless Brit- 
ain accepts the Prime Minister’s 
three points. 

“We have nothing further to 
say. They have to accept the 
three points.” 

Fatemi said Stokes proposed 
a 50-50 sharing of profits be- 
tween Britain and Iran for all oil 


ment. Britain would have priority 
on Iran’s oil, but other nations 
could buy the oil if Britain’s 
rights were not “prejudiced.” 

Stokes also proposed the estab- 
lishment of an _  Iranian-owned 
Iranian national oil company to 
succeed the Anglo-Iranian com- 
pany and of a joint Anglo-Iranian 
purchasing organization to super- 
vise refining, distribution and 
shipping of the oil. 

British Proposals. 

Fatemi said Stokes’s eight points 
were: 

1. Compensation paid by the 
national oil company to Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co. would have to in- 
clude payments to the manage- 


ment of the A.I.0.C. for losses 
incurred to individuals in the 
change-over. 

A purchasing organization 
would be set up to export oil from 
Iran to Britain on a long-term 
agreement of not less than 25 
years. The Iranian Natiénal Oil 
Co. must sell oil f.o.b. at Iranian 
ports. 

3. Iran could sell its oil to other 
customers, but this must not 
prejudice the interests of the pur- 
chasing organization. 

4. The purchasing organization 
would place at the disposal of the 
Iranian National Oil Co. shipping, 
distribution and refining facili- 
ties, and make sure that the flow 
of oil is constant. 

5. The purchasing organization 
would buy oil at Iranian ports 
f.o.b. so that costs would be split 
50-50. 

6. An agreement should be 
drafted so that arrangements may 
be made for immediate resump- 
tion of work in the oil fields. 

7. The Korramshah oil fields 
would pass from the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. to Iran to provide Iran’s 
internal needs. 

8. Iran would have representa-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP)— 
Sam Mason has been indicted on 
15 counts of perjury and larceny | 
as an outgrowth of testimony that 


he talked people out of their | 
money by promising such things 
as bargain leases on Government | 
buildings. 

A Senate subcommittee which | 
investigated Mason’s operations 
called him “a complete fraud,” 
and estimated he swindled his vic- 
tims of about $250,000. 

A federal grand jury which | 
looked into the case returned the | 
15-count indictment late yester-_| 
day. However, the six larceny 
counts in the indictment added | 
up only to $71,200. 

The nine counts of perjury— | 
lying under oath—were based on 
Mason’s testimony before the Sen- | 
ate Investigations subcommittee | 
June 27. ! 

Senate investigators were told 
that Mason informed his victims | 
that the Federal Government was | 
going underground to escape | 
atomie attack and that conse-| 
quently many surface buildings 
would become “surplus.” 

According to the testimony, | 
Mason said these properties could | 
be leased profitably by private | 
individuals if the right officials | 
were bribed. Witnesses said they | 
were told the money they paid | 
Mason would be used as “sewer 
money” to do the bribing. 

Mason acknowledged on the wit- | 
ness stand that he had collected | 
about $100,000, had paid no in-| 
come tax since 1929, and that he | 
had a scheme to bribe public 
officials. 

Mason, a New Yorker, lost a} 
leg in World War I and receives 
$195 monthly compensation from 
the Government. His real name 
is Samuel D. Mussman. The 
Senate subcommittee reported he 
has a criminal record dating / 
from 1922. 

Mason has not been taken into | 
custody. He is expected to ap-| 
pear before United States Dis- | 
trict Judge Walter Baston Thurs- | 
day to enter his plea and post’ 
bond for trial later. 

The maximum possible prison | 
sentence Mason faces if convicted | 
on all 15 charges adds up to 150) 
years.

GENERAL MOTORS 
SEEKS PERMIT FOR 
AUTO PRICE BOOST 


Says It Is Entitled to In- 
crease of 9 to 10 Pct. 
Under New Controls 
Law. 


| 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (UP) 
—General Motors Corp. asked 
the Government informally yes- 
terday for authority to increase 
prices 9 to 10 per cent on all its 
passenger cars—Cadillac, Buick, 
— Pontiac and Chevro- 
et. 

Price Controller Michael V. 
DiSalle said no formal applica- 
tion has yet been filed, but that 
General Motors had advised him 
that it is entitled to that much 
of a price boost under the new 
controls law. 

Ford and Chrysler, the other 
members of the automobile in- 
dustry’s Big Three, already have 
applied for price increases rang- 
ing up to 10 per cent, 

DiSalle did not say how much 
more General Motors wants on 
each make of car. He told re- 
porters he expects to act on all 
three applications “in a couple 
of weeks.” 

Some officials of his agency 
have estimated that price ceilings 
on new cars may have to be raised 
as much as 10 per cent because 
of provisions in the new controls 
law permitting manufacturers to 
pass on cost increases. 

DiSalle refused to comment on 
those estimates. But he said he 
“doubts” that any car manufate 
turer would try to tncrease prices 
10 per cent at this time, because 
of a currently slack market for 
new Cars. 

DiSalle also disclosed that he 
plans to order some further roll- 
back in beef prices if a study of 
the new law shows that it can be 
done legally. The law forbids roll- 
backs of agricultural products be- 
low the May 19 level. 


CATTLE SLAUGHTER IN JULY 
~ LOWEST IN MONTH IN 8 YEARS: 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15 (AP) ~— 
Packers under federal inspection 
butchered only 920,108 cattle “in

Grass, Trees, Water 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Army Engineers rave, “Give us 
more appropriations and we will build 
more dams, and we'll stop the floods.” 
Hooey. I have seen their dams sur- 
rounded and by-passed by flood wa- 
ters. Their multi-million dollar concrete 
piles are no more effective in stopping 
floods than a two-foot fence in stopping 
a mad bull. As many farmers around 
West Alton have said, “We had only 
one major flood between 1844 and 1927, 
and since then we've experienced 
nine!” 


The best way to prevent floods is to 
stop them before they get started, by 
feeding excessive rainfall into brooks, 
creeks, and rivers gradually. Once a 
drop of rain starts rolling, it probably 
will end up in the Gulf of Mexico. How- 
ever, where the ground is covered with 
thick grass, the rainfall is retarded un- 
til it soaks into the ground. There, part 
of it moves slowly through the soil 
above the bed rock until it comes out 
gradually into a spring or creek, the re- 
mainder staying in the soil nourishing 
plants, grass and trees. The tree roots, 
of course, help hold the top soil and 
grass in place. 

Any Pick-Sloan or MVA plan which 
does not have as its foundation the res- 
toration of grass and trees to the land 
is another waste of the taxpayer's 
money.

A Tale of Hungry Men 


The problem of migratory workers in Amer- 
ica is the problem of hungry men, often ex- 
ploited by employers, too often unprotected by 
law or public concern. 

This story could begin in a place like Mon- 
terrey, where hungry Mexicans, driven by 
necessity, crowd their hopes before labor con- 
tractors. That part of the story is told in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Or the story could begin in a dozen places, 
from the Jersey truck gardens and the Mis- 
souri cotton fields to the Colorado beet farms 
and California orange groves. That story has 
been told, in 80,000 words, by the President's 
Commission on Migratory Labor. It is a story 
of rural slums and exploited men. 


But the story could also begin in Washington, 
where Congress has done much for the farm 
employer and little for the farm worker. Re- 
cently the Senate approved a bill to pay for 
recruiting and supervising employment of more 
Mexican labor. But a month before that Presi- 
dent Truman had told Congress, point by point, 
what was wrong with its program. 

a . 

About 70,000 Mexicans were legally admitted 
for rural work last year, and 300,000 will join 
the labor force this year. But last year 500,000 
“wetbacks” came in illegally, and the number 
is growing. Some of them drown in the Rio 
Grande. Others arrive only to meet ruthless 
exploitation, for they fear deportation and their 
employers need fear little in mistreating them. 

Nor is that all of the story. The President’s 
commission found that the need for Mexican 
workers was, at best, an emergency need, and 
that the system was generally unnecessary. 
Moreover, it tended to create hostility, to 
prevent creation of a stable farm labor force, 
and above everything else, to depress the living 
conditions of American farm workers. Their 
average wage in 1949 was only $500. 

In his message to Congress, President Tru- 
man asserted that the first step in improving 
conditions on the farm was to prevent illegal 
entry of wetbacks. The Mexican peasant can 
be penalized, by deportation, yet there is no 
adequate penalty for harboring or exploiting 
him. The Immigration Service lacks manpower 
and authority to inspect places where wetbacks 
might be used. 

Yet even if the illegal immigrants were 
sealed out, the Labor Department would be 
short-handed in its effort to supervise employ- 
ment of the legal entries. And migrant work- 
ers, Mexican or American, would remain a de- 
pressed economic group, excluded from the 
safeguards of the minimum wege and social 
security laws.

The Commission on Migratory Labor asked 
for legislation to provide farm workers with 
the minimum benefits given to industrial work- 
ers. It asked for a co-ordinating federal agency 
to supervise protection of migratory labor. It 
asked that the importation of workers from 
other countries be stopped as soon as possible, 
and that America look to its own who work 


’ in its fields and orchards. 


When will Congress consider these most 
thoughtful requests? It has assured a relatively 
few politically powerful farm producers of a 
large labor supply, but what of the impover- 
ished Mexicans and our own forgotten citizens? 
Exploitation of hungry men makes a sordid 
story, and one for the legislators to reflect upon.

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William Randolph Hearst 


There is no better testimonial to the strength 
of American democracy than the fact that it 
learned to disregard William Randolph Hearst. 

Mr. Hearst built a communications empire 
which gave him great personal power. At 
times he used that power for good ends, as 
when he crusaded against municipal corruption 
and utility boodlers, and when he campaigned 
for the 8-hour day. But he also used his power 
for purely personal ends—in the early days 
of the century, to promote his own political 
ambitions, and later, to promote his own ideas, 
political, scientific, and economic. 

With Mr. Hearst, decidedly, it was not merely 
a case of presenting his own point of view. His 
newspapers undertook to make the news fit his 


point of view. 


Because he favored Gen. MacArthur for the 
Republican nomination in 1948, the reader of a 
Hearst newspaper was given the impression 
that Gen. MacArthur had all but won it when 
the convention began. Because he opposed vivi- 
section, his readers were fed lurid tales of sci- 
entific fiends cutting up animals for pleasure. 
Because he demanded conformity to his own 
ideas of patriotism, his newspapers conducted 
Red hunts on college campuses all over the 
country, and behaved as if the academic profes- 
sion was shot through with disloyalty. 

All this did great harm, both because Mr. 
Hearst's views were often mistaken and because 
the excesses with which his papers promoted 
them distorted the facts. Yet the wonder is that 
more harm was not done. The wonder is that, by 


and large, the American people rejected the 
Hearst ideas which were so noisily pressed upon 
them. His jingoism, his imperialism, his isola- 
tionism, his nativism, may have seemed at times 
to capture the public imagination, but in the 
long sweep of history the American people 
turned away from the Hearst line. 

Two wars tell the story—the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, which in the flush of his early career 
he boasted of having fomented, and the Korean 
war, which was fought in a cause he never 
understood and for a United Nations which he 
distrusted and opposed. Between 1898 and 1951 
Mr. Hearst acquired great wealth and extended 
his influence into many fields, but he never 
captured the American people. 
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Curtain on a Farce 

The legislative investigation of lobbying 
wound up, as many observers feared it would, 
as a second-rate farce. 

Gov. Forrest Smith can take a good share of 
the blame, though we do not by any means sup- 
pose that all the legislators were fiercely anxious 
to investigate themselves. 

Gov. Smith touched off the investigation, more 
or less, when he said he had been told that the 
truck lobby raised a $200,000 slush fund to de- 
feat the highway program and the truck fee 
legislation. He stirred it up by telling a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that money had changed 
hands on the floor of the House. 


Having done that much, Gov. Smith ran for 
cover. He declined to identify the source of his 
slush-fund remark, refused to testify in open 
session, and resorted to the age-old claim of 
having been misquoted. 

The governor having done this for them, the 
committee majority returned the favor by 
squelching a move to subpoena him for a show- 
down. 

Everybody, presumably, is happy. Everybody 
except the voters, who still remember that the 
truck lobby, with or without a slush fund, rode 
roughshod over the highway program and pre- 
vented enactment of a reasonable truck fee bill. 

When it all began, the legislators were going 
to investigate the small-loan lobby as well as 
the truck lobby. This phase of the investigation 
consisted mainly of testimony by David B. Lich- 
tenstein, known in Jefferson City only two years 
ago as “the man who owns the Missouri Senate.” 


Mr. Lichtenstein read the legislators a highly 
moral lesson suggesting that they adopt a code 
of moral conduct. Having spent 10 years as 
spearhead and brains of the small-loan lobby, 
he blandly suggested that legislators limit con- 
tributions to their campaigns, publish any finan- 
cial interest they may have in pending legisla- 
tion, and decline free meals or drinks from 
lobbyists. ; 

On that note, it was appropriate indeed for 
the hearings to collapse. ae 
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The Dignified Cardinals 


Since Mr. Veeck came to town, the official 
scorecard has designated the Cardinals as ‘a 
dignified St. Louis institution.” We interpret 
this as a riposte to the pretender, and we feel 
strongly that Mr. Saigh is on the wrong track. 
When it is a case of an upstart challenging the 
entrenched position of a prior occupant, public 
opinion invariably supports the upstart—un- 
less the prior occupant makes things more in- 
teresting. Dignity and institutionalism may have 
their points, but nobody would call them in- 
teresting. Mr. Saigh, therefore, is unlikely to 
fend off the challenge of the new Browns 


ownership simply by claiming that the Car- 


dinals are full of rectitude and elegance. He 
should read the lesson of the Gas HouseaGang, 
which had no dignity at all but did win ball 
games. He should mark and beware the fact 
that a very thin line indeed separates being 
dignified from being stuffy. 
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Should the Government Pay? 


Relief must unquestionably be provided for 
the flood sufferers in Missouri, Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma. Financial aid must be given to those 
who cannot get back on their feet without it. 
Whether this should be done in the way Repre- 
sentative Bolling of Kansas City and Senator 
Thomas Hennings of St. Louis propose, however, 
is a question. They would have the United 
States Government pay for a substantial part 
of the losses of home owners and small business 
men. 


The Bolling-Hennings proposal would set a 
precedent in American disaster relief and re- 


construction, for hitherto the Red Cross has 
taken care of these tasks. Once the principle of 


federal reimbursement for capital losses in nat- 
ural disasters were established, how far would 
it go? Would it mean federal contributions 
after every flood, tornado or other disaster 
everywhere in the country? What would be the 
likely cost to the Treasury? 

The Red Cross has indicated it expects to be 
able to cope with the Midwestern flood disaster 
as it has coped with other disasters in the past. 
Federal funds are available, as they should be, 
for emergency relief. For long-range rehabilita- 
tion, the Red Cross stands ready to help indi- 
viduals who cannot help themselves, and the 
RFC is available for loans to business concerns 
that cannot get credit through ordinary com- 
mercial channels. 

But federal grants to make good losses to pri- 
vate property are essentially different from 
these forms of relief. While it is unquestionably 
a federal responsibility to develop water re- 
sources so that floods are brought under control, 
it is a federal responsibility to pay the losses 
resulting from its past neglect of flood control? 
Are there convincing reasons why means of re- 
lief and rehabilitation used in the past are no 
longer adequate? We raise these questions to 
indicate some of the considerations which facts 
and debate should be expected to settle before 
final action is taken in Congress. 
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Above Sectional Interests 

President Truman has taken a reasonable and 
realistic step in offering industry special in- 
ducements to build new plants 10 to 20 miles 
from crowded areas which would be prime 
bombing targets. 

Nevertheless, despite assurances that no re- 
gion of the country would be built up at the 
expense of another and that established indus- 
try would not be moved, New England Congress- 
men have registered vehement objections to the 
new policy. They contend it would hobble de- 
fense preparedness by draining vitality from 
existing industrial regions. 

But the program was recommended by the 
National Security Resources Board because of 
its belief that a strong enemy air attack prob- 
ably could penetrate any defense that might be 
set up. Since the strength of the Western world 
lies in its industrial capacity, it ts obvious that 
the narrow interests of the New Englanders 
must not prevail. ,

MONTERREY, Mexico. 

The north end of Monterrey is full of 
men. They jam the railroad station and 
the little cantinas around it. They swarm 
along the Madero, the broad avenue that 
crosses the upper edge of the city, and 
gather outside the hundreds of little 
shops. 


They have put up tattered bits of can- 
vas for shelter from the rain along the 
Cuauhtemoc, that runs out toward Nuevo 
Laredo. They cluster at the gates of the 
great Cuauhtemoc brewery. 

At night they sleep on the sidewalks 
outside the big Americanized showrooms 
of the farm machinery and automobile 
distributors, their | 
shoulders against f J 
the building walls, ys = 
each with his som- {J 
brero propped above 
him on the ledges 
against the shiny 
plateglass windows. 

Along the Cuauh- 
temoc from the 
Madero to El Campo 
Mexico’s 
largest army post, 
one sees them 
everywhere except 
outside the Los 
Arcos Cafe and the 
California. auto 
court across the road. These two estab- 
lishments are for tourists. 

“It is not good,” says Felipe, the waiter 
at the Los Arcos. “They are not bad men, 
you know. But so many men, with no 
place to go. ... Most of them have no 
money. Some have sold everything they 
have to get here. They are from the 
South, you know. They do not have the 
education. They think that once they find 
themselves in Monterrey, there is no more 
to worry about. And so they come, and 
they stay. Some have been here six, eight 
weeks.... 

The men are in Monterrey, northern- 
most of Mexico’s cities, because they want 
to come to the United States as seasonal

farm laborers—to chop and pick cotton, to 
harvest beets, to gather oranges and other 
fruits and vegetables. In their villages 
in the southern provinces, they have 
spelled out advertisements in their news- 
papers, offering transportation from Mon- 
terrey to the United States, room, board, 
and a dollar and a half a day, American. 

A dollar and a half is 13 pesos, which 
is a lot of money in rural Mexico. Four 
or five months of earning 13 pesos a day, 
clear, would add up to enough to plan a 
marriage, or buy a few acres of land, or 
move one’s family to Mexico City. So, 
with high hopes, they come to Monterrey. 

There is nothing phony about the ad- 
vertisements. The American labor con- 
tractors are in Monterrey, ready to pro- 
vide the transportation to Texas and take 
care of all formalities having to do with 
immigration laws and the like. Each 
morning they are at El] Campo—the only 
place large enough to handle the mobs— 
hiring groups of laborers and shipping 
them northward. 

But there are so many recruits that 
they are swamped. The soldiers at El 
Campo maintain some sort of order, forc- 
ing the eager, yelling volunteers into 
lines. However, papers must be filled out, 
physical examinations made to stop pos- 
sible carriers of smallpox,-or other dis- 
eases. 

So some men return to El] Campo over 
and over again, each morning, and do not 
ever get to the head of the lines in time. 
And those that go are replaced by others. 

“It is a bad situation,” says Felipe. 
“They are not bad men, but they become 
hungry, desperate. Here at Los Arcos, 
we feed forty, fifty, every night—the soup 
that is left over. The city tries to help. 
But there are too many. There is a story 
that one killed himself the other night. 
He had been here six weeks, he had yo 
money left, he could not go home. Thefe 
is a story that a lieutenant shot two of 
them—he could not keep them back. I 
do not know if these stories are true— 
who knows? But it is not good to have 
them here.” 


Voices From the Past

Testifying before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Mr. William C. Fos- 
ter, head of the Economic Co-operation 
Administration, gave a significant picture 
of the success of the Marshall plan. In- 
dustrial production in the Marshall plan 
countries is now running 44 per cent 
above the prewar levels. The dollar gap 
has been narrowed from $8,500,000,000 
in 1947 to $1,000,000,000 by the end of 
1950. 

These are heartening figures. They bear 
out the faith of such men as Gen. Mar- 
shall and the late Senator Vandenberg, 
who assured Congress that the plan could 
succeed. But equally they make some of 
the prophets of despair look a little fool- 
ish. What were they saying in the spring 
of 1948, when Marshall plan legislation 
was being debated? 

Senator Malone, of Nevada: “. .. the 


most amazingly brazen and preposterous 
scheme for a worldwide redistribution of 
wealth which has yet been proposed... 
to level our own living standards down 
to (those of the European governments).” 

Senator Kem, of Missouri: The program 
would undermine the American economy 
and—far from protecting American capi- 
talism— would actually threaten it. 

Senator Ball, of Minnesota: “. . . fore- 
doomed to failure in achieving any eco- 
nomic recovery... .” 

Senator Taft, of Ohio: “. . . completely 
without economic justification. .. .” 

Senator Jenner, of Indiana: The Mar- 
shall plan represents Stalin’s “secret pur- 
pose to have America spend itself into 
bankruptcy.”

And though the Devil was 

still very real to both of them, in the new 

world Rabert dreamed of becoming a mas- 

ter carpenter, and Willie had enough to 

eat. But Ellen was ill. She pined for her 

family and for England. She was tired and 

she had fever. She bore Robert no sons. 

She tried to help him in his home but she 
failed physically. 

At last Robert realized that she must 
go home or die. And Ellen knew that to 
die for Robert was the only thing left for 
her to do for him. The novel is the story 
of Robert’s decision; how his religion led 
him to take the path he believed would 
defeat the Devil. That it was a wrong de- 
cision was not Robert’s fault. He had 
sought guidance and he believed his way 
to be right. 

- . . 

Mr. Cannon has the ability to write an 
historical novel without letting history in- 
trude. He does not explain his historical 
vocabulary. He does not give undue em- 
phasis to physical surroundings, to differ- 
ences between the past and the present. 
He is highly selective in the few details 
he uses and so they are the more telling. 
He will, for example, use the cold weathe 
as a real force, a positive enemy whic 
the people had to defeat by continuous‘ 
planning and work. ’ 

And so the inner climate of the lives of 
his people becomes real to the reader. The 
fears, and anxieties, the hopes, the loves, 
the dreams; all these form a fabric re- 
lated to the inner life of a man today. The 
one great difference was the complete per- 
sonification of evil. The Devil was potent, 
omnipresent, anthropomorphic, very real; 
and Robert Cargill fought him in the only 
way he knew. 

Mr. Cannon has given us'a fine char- 
acterization in his picture of Roger Wil- 
liams. We see in this man the beginnings 
of a change of view in Puritan theology, 
and the relaxation of the rigid practices 
which held the community in so tight a 


grip. 
This kind of history is one which should 
be able to infuse into our teachings about 
the early years of our country. It is well 
to remember that the interior life of man 
is the life which is real, and Mr. Cannon 
is able to project that intense life and il- 
lumine it with the light of two hundred 
and fifty years ago.

S the Senate Crime Commit- 
A tee trailed the national crime 

syndicate across the country, 
evidence everywhere pointed in 
some way to New York City. 
American’s largest metropolis, 
nerve center for much of its fi- 
nancial and industrial life, also 
Was a nerve center of the under- 
world. 

Our New York investigation, 
however, was not confined to the 
city itself. Months earlier we 
had conducted closed sessions in 
Manhattan, probing the workings 
of a vicious New York-New Jersey 
gambling ring and the. flagrant 
operation of gambling establish- 
ments upstate at Saratoga Springs. 

One result was that Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, who had re- 
fused to go to Manhattan to see 
the committee, convened a spe- 
cial grand jury to investigate the 
Saratoga conditions. 

In Bergen county, New Jersey, 
just across the Hudson river from 
New York City, gambling had be- 
come so notorious that there 
finally had been a partial crack- 
down. — 

At the time of our hearings, 
only Anthony Guarini, who 
seemed to have been the front 
man fam the ring, had been sent 
to ja fter our hearings, how- 
ever, gambling indictments were 
returned against Joe Adonis, Sal- 
vatore (Solly Moore) Moretti, Ar- 
thur Longano and James (Piggy) 
Lynch. 

We questioned a Newark, N. J., 
certified public accountant, 
George Goldstein, who seemed to 
perform the same functions for 
East Coast mobsters that attor- 
ney Eugene Bernstein performed 
“for the (hicago-Capone syndicate. 
He acknowledged that for some 
years he has handled tax returns 
for “the New Jersey gambling 
partnerships.” 

Profits from these various com- 
panies were shared by Guarini, 
James Rutkin, Adonis, Gerals 
Catena, Sabvatore Moretti and 
Lynch. Actually, there is no way 
of telling exactly how much they 
took in, as Goldstein admitted he 
made out tax returns from figures 
which were not based on any real 
audit. But one gambling company 
alone admitted to gross receipts 
of $488,698 in-its 1945-46 tax 
return. 

Still another business-like facet 
of the gamblers was their method 
of converting into cash the sizable

Another New Jersey operator 
examined by the committee was 
Willie Moretti. The 56-year-old 
older brother of Salvatore Moretti 
was—and is—a big-time gambler, 
and, more lately, part-owner of a 
big laundry and linen supply 
company. Willie let slip a great 
many scraps of information about 
the East Coast mob. 

Willie’s talkativeness, appar- 
ently, was not an isolated phe- 
nomenon. When rackets boss Frank 
Costello was testifying months 
later, Rudolph Halley quoted 
transcripts of telephone wire taps, 
legally obtained, which showed 
that Moretti called Costello 
“chief,” and that Costello told 

im: “ ... Rest and don’t call me

much; you know... ” Costello 
insisted he was just giving a little 
friendly health advice to a sick 


friend.

Halley asked him if he be- 
longed to any political clubs. “I 
don't belong to any.

The 
incredible gambler went on to 
boast that he didn’t “operate po- 
litically”—that, if he did, he 
might have become * member of 
Congress—‘“‘maybe sitting where 
you are.” 

What about some old charges 
filed by an established competi- 
tor, a laundry in the same Jersey 
area, that Moretti was taking 
business away from them by 
“strong-arm” methods? It was all 
a lie, Willie said; he did business 
in “a polite way.” 

Even the firm that had com- 
plained about him now has 
merged with his company. “For- 
tunately, God helped me,” he ex- 
plained. The president of the ri- 
val outfit “went horseback riding, 
fell off the horse, got kicked in 
the head .*. . and died, so his 
company became my partners.”

UR examination ended on a 
0 friendly note. He showed us a 
postal card which he had 
made of what he called.“the Mor- 
etti estate” on the Jersey shore. 
Expansively, he told his attorney 
to give me the postal car. “Let 
him look at it,” Moretti said. 
‘“‘Maybe he wants to come down 
for dinner some time.” And, as he 
left, he urged: “Don’t forget my 
home in Deal if you are down the 

shore. You're invited.” 

The situation which we uncov- 
ered in Saratoga Springs was this: 
In August of 1947 Supérintendent 
John A. Gaffney of the New York 
State Police asked that a survey 
be made of gambling conditions 
in Saratoga Springs. It was es- 
tablished that six wide-open ca- 
sinos were in operation, one of 
them backed by William Bis- 
choff, alias Lefty Clark, the no- 
torious Detroit gambler, and Joe 
Adonis of New York City. 

All this information was duti- 
fully transmitted to Superinten- 
dent Gaffney. Gaffney put it in 
his “confidential file.” Nothing at 
all was done about it until 1950, 
when, because of newspaper ex- 
poses and bad publicity resulting 
from the alleged trimming of a 
customer at one the casinos, or- 
ders went out to put the lid on. 
The gambling was throttled down. 

The excuse given us in many 
hundreds of words for the exist- 
ence of this situation was, in 
effect, simply this: Gambling had 
been going on at Saratoga Springs 
for some time. True, the state 
police were supposed to enforce 
the law. But there was a “policy,” 
it was explained, that the state 
police enforce the law in “rural 
areas,” not in cities that had reg- 
ularly organized police depart- 
ments. 


x *« * 
NE of the most damaging ad- 
missions made by Superin- 
tendent Gaffney, it seemed to 
the committee, was when we 
asked him: 

Q. When you get to be the 
superintendent of the state police, 
you are supposed to have enough 
savvy or understanding to leave 
it (the gambling at Saratoga) 
alone, unless you are told to go 
in; is that correct? 

Gaffney: Well, probably, yes, it 
has been a policy over the years. 

Behind the situation, of course, 
was the complacence of the Sara- 
toga Springs police department of 
23 men. We interrogated an in- 
credible local police chief, Patrick 
(Paddy) Rox, who admitted that 
he augmented his police earnings 
by collecting $10 a night for tak- 
ing money from the bank to the 
Saratoga raceway. 

Walter F. Ahearn, the Saratoga 
detective in charge of 
suppressing gambling in the re- 
sort town, confessed that he, too,

Either powder or tablets may be 
bought at any drugstore or at a 
Peaches 
for freezing must be just at the 
point that we like them best for 
eating in fresh form, that is, juicy 
and ripe but still firm. It takes 
from ane to one and a half pounds 
of fruit to fill each pint container. 

Sliced fruit will be firmer if 
it is halved and pitted before it 
is peeled rather than dipped in 
boiling water as is customary for 
canning. As the peaches are 
sliced, they are put directly into 
the cold syrup. Some of this may 
be alreddy in the container and 
the sliced fruit must be pressed 
under this and then more syrup 
added to cover it. A small amount 
of space must be allowed at the 
top of the container as the fruit 
may expand during freezing. It 
has been found that a piece of 
crumpled parchment paper in this 
space will hold the fruit under the 
syrup. Either special freezing con- 
tainers or pint or quart jars such 
as are used for canning are ap- 
propriate for freezing use. 

Canned Peaches. 

Scald in boiling water, not 
more than one minute, dip in cold 
water and rub off skins. Cut in 
halves, remove pits and slice if 
desired. Drop in salted water and 
drain. 

Method 1: Pack fruit tightly in 
hot jars and cover with boiling 
thin or medium syrup. For thin 
syrup, allow two cups sugar to 
four cups water. For medium 
syrup, allow three cups sugar to 
four cups water. 

Metho@ 2: Simmer fruit over 
low heat in thin syrup three to 
five minutes. Pack fruit and syrup 
in hot jars. 

Pack fruit and syrup to with- 
in % inch from tops of jars and 
process in boiling water bath, 15 
minutes for pints and quarts. 

Spiced Fruit. 

Eight pounds peaches, seckel 
pears and crabapples; two pounds 
sugar, one quart vinegar, two cups 
water, eight 3-inch sticks cinna- 
mon, three tablespoons whole 
cloves, two tablespoons whole all- 
spice berries. 

Wash fruit. Dip peaches in boil- 
ing water a few seconds until 
skins rub off easily. Remove blos- 


som ends, but let stems remain . 


on pears and crabapples and prick 
skins with fork. Cover pears with 
boiling water and boil 10 minutes. 
Mix sugar, vinegar and water in 
large kettle, add _ spices, _ tied 
loosely in a cheesecloth bag. Boil 
syrup five minutes. Add fruit and 
boil about 10 minutes until fruit 
is tender. Let fruit stand in syrup 
overnight. Pack fruit in hot steri- 9 
lized jars. Bring syrup to boiling 
remove spice bag, and fill jars 
with hot syrup and seal. Yield: 
about three quarts.

Muscle Cramps 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


USCLE cramps, particularly in the legs and feet. are 
M ternitica painful. Occurring at night, a foot cramp 

will awaken you suddenly to find yourself sitting in bed 
holding your foot in momentary agony. A prolonged leg 
eramp is popularly called a “charley horse.” 

Although only a physical examination by your doctor can 
reveal the cause of repeated cramps, they most often arise 
from any one or a combination of three causes. 

The most common cause for muscle cramping in the 
legs and feet is simply muscular over-work or fatigue. This 
is the usual explanation for a charley-horse, which may follow 
prolonged walking in a person unaccustomed to“it. Such un- 
usual exertion allows the accumulation of normal metabolic 
acids which make the muscle unusually susceptible to cramp- 
ing. A cramp is actually an all-out contraction of the muscle 
prolonged over a period of time. The remedy for this kind 
of cramp is simply rest, massage and heat applied locally. 

* * * 

SUCH CRAMPS are less likely to happen if you don't 
eontract your calf and feot muscles, when they are tired, by 
not straightening out your feet in bed. Sometimes you do 
this as you stretch before sleep or by lying on your abdomen. 

Two other common causes of muscle cramps are actually 
part of the same underlying cause—a change in the nutritional 
materials brought to the muscle. Muscle requires enough 
exygen and certain food materials in order to work properly. 
These are carried by the blood. , 

Thus, if the circulation ef blood is not as complete as 
fermerly in the legs and feet, muscles may not have enough 
exygen at times and consequently will cramp. This most often 
is gradually brought about by atherosclerosis, in which arteries 
become smaller. 

* * * 

THOSE SUFFERING from a rare disease called throm- 
boanglitis obliterans in which the arteries become tiny, suffer 
muscular pain upon much walking. The muscles receive 
enough oxygen in the limited blood supply during rest but 
not enough when they are called upon to do work as in 
walking. 

This is one disease, incidentally, in which tobacco smok- 
ing is best prohibited. There is such a narrow margin between 
the amount of blood the arteries can carry and the amount 
the muscles need that when tobacco makes the arteries even 
smaller, pain results. In normal people, the temporary nar- 
rowing of the arteries from smoking doesn’t cut down the 
blood supply enough to do damage or cause any pain. 

Lack of enough calcium, one of the food materials which 
the blood normally carries to muggle and other parts of the 
body, is the most recently discovered cause for muscle cramps. 
When not enough calcium is present in the blood, muscles 
are more likely to cramp. Recent surveys indicate that many 
people don't get quite enough calcium in their food and 
drink. 

The foods richest in calcium are any form of milk, 
eheese, eggs, broccoli, dandelion greens, mustard greens, mo- 
lasses, turnip tops, any kind of beans, lettuce, celery, carrots, 
eabbage, parsnips, maple sirup, dry figs, artichokes and 
turnips.

ECAUSE of a bad trump 

break, today’s declarer found 

himself with four sure losers 
at his contract of four hearts. 
Bridge is replete with paradoxes, 
however, and this expert declarer 
proved that a loser, like a so- 
called sure trick, often defies its 
definition. 


4AKQ10 
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The bidding: 

South West North Fast 
14 2¢@ 24 
Pass 1” Pass 
Dbl (final bid) 

West had no wish to ruff, with 
his length in trumps, and so 
opened spades to force the de- 
clarer. South duly ruffed the 
third round and laid down the 
ace and king of trumps. It was no 
surprise, in view of West's double, 
to find a 4-1 trump break, and 
since South had already lost two 
spade tricks and would certainly 
have to lose a diamond and a 
trump in the normal way of reck- 
oning, his prospects did not look 
good. 

There is, however, such a 
thing as combining or ‘“‘consoli- 
dating” two losers, turning them 
into only one loser, and South 
knew all the tricks of the trade. 
He cashed the queen of trumps, 
then, leaving West with the high 
trump, he led a diamond to the 
ace and ruffed the board’s last 
spade. Now he led another dia- 
mond toward dummy—and West 
was helpless. Ruffing would simp- 
ly use up West’s high trump while 
declarer threw off a low diamond 
from dummy, so West elected to 
discard a club. That, however, 
was of no greater value or pur- 
pose, because South went up with 
dummy’s diamond king, then 
cashed the king and ace of clubs 
and ruffed dummy’s last club with 
his own last trump—a loser. 

Now, when South led the last 
card in his hand, the diamond 
nine, West’s high trump and 
East's high diamond were wasted 
on the same trick, and the dou- 
bled contract was home.

OVE is not automatic. One 

does not find it like a glit- 

tering jewel, which from 
that point on would shed its 
lustre without any effort of 
our own. Rather, it is like a 
seed that is planted, which 
grows with constant and daily 
care, renews itself amidst 
storms and winds, rejoices in 
its blossoms, thrills to its fruits, 
dies to itself in the winter of 
its discontent and arises again 
te the freshness of a higher 
life in the Easter of its glory. 

Love must undergo a con- 
tinuous transformation, under 
penalty of sinking otherwise 
into dullness and monotony. 
Without its alternative beats 
of the cross and the empty 
tomb it has only the continuing 
cold identity of the stone. 


Love must have crises or it 
dies. It thrives on what seems, 
for a moment, like its death. 
These transformations or crises 
happen in the birth of a child, 
and particularly the first, when 
a husband is made a father and 

_a wife a mother; they also hap- 

pen in sickness, sorrow, quar- 
rels, and mutual pardons, and 
even follow the death of one 
of the partners. 

Love is not like a. plain, but 
like a succession of valleys and 
mountains, for even the moun- 
tains have their height pur- 
chased by the depths of the 
valleys.

LOVE, EVEN IN the ‘spir- 
itual order, is not one constant 
ascent in joy to God: instead, 
one passes first through bram- 
bles and thorns to a clearing 
where such trials are left be- 
hind. Temptations to sin against 
love never cease, though their 
character varies with the vears. 
In all love, human and divine, 
there is nothing lost, but some- 
thing is always being recreated, 
something lost being found, 
like the father with his prodigal 
son. There would never have 
been an Ascension without a 
Crucifixion, and there never 
will be a glorification of human 
love without its crisis. 

When Peter, on the Mount of 


the Transfiguration, saw Our 
Lord’s face shine like the sun 
and His garments white as 
snow, he wanted to make that 
glory captive and permanent. 
But the Saviour spoke of death 
and reminded Peter that such 
transcendent glory would come 
only after He had passed 
through the wine press of 
Gethsemane and the darkness 
of Golgotha.

IF LOVE by its nature were 
to be void of crises, then there 
should have been none in the 
Woman whom Our Lord chose 
as His Mother. But actually we 
find two great moments of 
love: the one reaching from 
Bethlehem to Cana; the other 
from Cana to Calvary. In the 
first she appears only as His 
Mother; in the second, she ap- 
pears as the Mother of all 
whom He would redeem. In the 
first she is the Mother of Jesus, 
for she calls Him, “My Son.” 
In the -second, she appears as 
the Mother of men as He ad- 
dresses humanity, saying: “Be- 
hold thy Mother.”

IN HUMAN LOVE, too, there 
comes a moment when some- 
thing seems to be lost, but 
actually if one survives that 
“death” one rises to new 
heights of joy.

And the Subject of Cheating 


NEW YORK. 


ROM the uproar over the 90 delinquent West Point cadets 

who were caught cheating, a newcomer to these shores— 

such as me—might have thought that the entire social 
structure of the land was uprooted and that our youth was 
forever lost. I am prone to think an awful lot of fuss has been 
made over a purely human frailty and that the boys were 
not nearly so guilty of willful guile as those sterling athletes 
who played football for the services during a shootin’ war 
and then quit their commissions as soon as it was safe to 
” "Nor do I think that the desecration of the West Point 
code of honor was served so much by the cribbers as by the 
cold recruiters of football talent in the academy—or the grad- 
uate officers and gentlemen who played politics and preserved 
eliques among themselves during a war, who covered up the 
sins of brother officers at the expense of the national good.

Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 
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ECENTLY we discussed the 
RK game of Hollywood Canasta. 

Many players on the Pacific 
Coast play it, though its inventor, 
Robert Lee Johnson, _ actually 
recommends the official three- 
pack game, Samba. 

In Hollywood Canasta, as in 
Samba, three packs and six jokers 
are used; 15 cards are dealt to 
each player; you draw two cards 
and discard only one; you may 
use no more than two wild cards 
in any meld; and you can’t take 
the pack with one matching and 
one wild card. 


But there are differences. Take 


this hand: 


In Hollywood Canastas, you can 
take the pack if the jack of 
hearts, of eight of -hearts or 
seven of spades, is discarded, be- 
cause in each case you have two 
natural cards that will fit the 
top discard to make a sequence. 

Another thing you can do in 


Hollywood Canasta and not in 
Samba is this: With the hand 
above, you may meld your three 
deuces. You may build up a com- 
plete canasta of wild cards, in 
which case the bonus is 2000, and 
for this purpose deuces and 
jokers are melded indiscriminate- 
ly. But, as in Samba, you can’t 
take the pack if a wild card is 
discarded, even though you may 
have two matching wild cards in 
your hand, 


Question: Why should a player 
be forbidden to ask how many 
cards another player holds ex- 
cept when it is his turn or when 
his partner has just asked him 
whether he would like to go out? 


Answer: The purpose of this 
rule is to prevent one partner 
from advising or influencing the 
play of another. If a player calls 
attention to an opponent’s big 
hand when it is partner’s turn 
to play, he may thereby suggest 
that he would like to go out if 
partner can do so, or that it is 
futile for partner to freeze the 
pack, etc.

Of a Robber Fly 


== By RAMON COFFMAN 


OME insects bother people, 
and some bother other insects. 
The fierce robber flies are 
among those which attack other 
.insects. They also go under other 
names, including wolf flies, hawk 
flies and hornet flies. 

About 3000 kinds of robber flies 
are known. Think of what that 
means! In a single group of 
flies, scientists have discovered 
— classified that many varie- 
ies. 

_ Robber flies are seen in open 
fields. “They have long, thin 
bodies, and each has six powerful 
-legs. The two hind legs are 
about equal to the wings in 
length. 

Resting on a leaf or a long 
blade of grass, a robber fly looks 
around for victims. Seeing another 
insect, it whizzes into the air and 
takes up the pursuit. Catching up 
with the insect, the robber fly 
wraps all six legs around it, and 
then stabs. At the front of the 
robber fly’s head is a kind of 
beak, and this is used for stab- 
bing. 
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MOTHS and grasshoppers are 
among the victims of robber flies. 
These flies also seize and kill bees. 

One naturalist has these words 
to say about robber flies: 

“They are inhuman murderers. 
They are savages of the insect 
world, putting their captives to 
death .. .” 


We may reply, however, that 
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hardly as bad as killing without 
a purpose. 

Robber flies are greedy. One 
was watched while it captured 
eight moths in 20 minutes. 

The eggs of robber flies are 
laid on the ground or on rotten 
wood, They are hatched into lar- 
vae and later go into the pupa 
stage. Crawling through the 
ground, the young show their sav- 
age nature by attacking and eat- 
ing the young of other kinds of 
insects.
